Doorway to the Roof Through Which the Prisoners Escaped. 


The escape was made while court was in 
session and while the cage was being watched 


by a Deputy Sherif. 

When court was called this morning forty- 
two prisoners were brought up from the jail 
for arraignment and placed in the cage at 
one side of the court room, which is used for 
that purpose. The cage is inclosed with iron 
bers and on the side toward the court room 
ie still further guarded by an iron wire 
screen. Additional light and air is admitted 
to the case througha transom on one side, 
which is also Alea with iron dars. After the 
Prisoners had been put in the cage ali the 
deputies withdrew from the ante-room ex 
cept Deputy Ennis. N 

The opportunity offered for escape 
was slight, but it was eageriy 
seized upon. Standing upon the shoulders 
of others one ofthe prisoners, which one 
the others will not say, climbed ur toward 
the iron-barred transom. He kicked @ hole 
inthe plasteron one side to gain a secure 
footing, and then with apparent ease pried 
apart the tron bars over the transom. 
Through this opening he gained admission 
to the lavatory, which has a system of traps 
near the top which furnished a pathway to 

freedom. 

Light and air is admitted to the lavatory 
through an ordinary transom, which he 
opened, and passed out ou to the roof. Six 
others followed his lead. 


THE ESCAPED PRIS ONERS. 


The seven whothus reached the roof be- 
fore the escape was discovered, were Mul- 
liam Blagdean, charged with assault to kill; 
Eaward.Carr and Albert Harris, charged 
with burglary and larceny; James ©. Barton 
alias Bryant, charged with diamond stea)-.

BRYANT THE LEADER- 


Chief Desmond thinks the plan of escape 
was originated in Bryant’s mind as he gives 
Bryant credit for hel ng the smartest man of 
the outfit. Uryant was arrested two weeks 
agoforanatehinga diamond froma gentie- 
man’sabirt front on a Washington avenue 
ear near Vandeventer and Finney avenues, 
When he was first arrested Cnief Desmond 
wrote to various places for his history 
and from Chicago it was learned that while 
Bryant had been arrested several times he 
had never been convicted. He had always 
managed to escape, either in the Police 
Court or by an appeal to the Criminal Court. 
The intimation was that Bryant had 
some sort of a political pull in Chicago. An 
attempt was made to get him out on dan 
here, Hagk Brady being amops those who 
were = | to the Four Courts to see avout it, 
Dut Dallhbad not yet been arranged.

WALLS FELL. 
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Fire Makes Short Work of a Chest - 
nut Street Building. 


This Morning Which Did 
$125,000 Damage. 


A Blaze

Fire broke out at 7:85 o*elock this morning 
in the feather establishment of Daniel B. Ely 
& Co. on the fourth floorof the building at 
1918 to 1926 Chestnut street and fanned by a 
strong south wind, the building and, its con- 
tents, valued at from $100,000 to $125,000, in 
less than ao hour’s time were completely de- 
stroyed. It is doubtful ifthe salvage will 
amount to $1,000. 

The building was a comparatively new one 
belonging to James E. Liggett, and occupied 
by the feather establishment, which used 
three upper floors, and ound City Boot and 
Shoe Co. and the Hufnagai Shoe Co., which 
leased the three lower floors. Besides their 
machinery both these shoe factories were 
well stocked up for fall Gelivery, their stocks 
being estimated at from £25,000 to $35,000 each. 
The stock and macbinery of Ely & Co. was 
valued at from $6,000 to $10,000, Mr. Liggett’s 
agent places the value of the building at 
$60,000, Dut the insurance companies say $30,- 
000 was nearer it. 

The fire started among the feathers on the 
top floor, and in almost the twinkling of an 
eye one end of the interior of the upper floor 
was a mass of fames. The employes of the 
establishment attempted to quench the 
fire with a few buckets of water, 
bat they might as well have 
poured ou upon it. The, mes spread and 
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THE LOCAL POLITICAL SITUATION. 


A second and third alarm were turned in, 
dut inside of fifteen minutes it Decame evi- 
dent that the dullding was doomed. At the 
first alarm of fre the girls and others em- 
ployed in the shoe factories rushed out on to 
the streets, althoughafew remained long 
enough to cover up the goods. Half an hour 
after the fire broke out the walls 
began to totter in the strong wind 
and the firemen had just time 
with the aid of a squad of police which, 
with Capt. Boyd himself, had hurried down 
from the Four Courts to drive back and rope 
off the crowd, when the first wall from the 
upper story fell. The strong wind biew it 
right out into the street and the noise as it 


struck the pavement was like an explosion

burst from the upper windows, which were 
open. An alarm had been turned in, and by 
this time three companies §were on the scene 
and the water tarned on. At the first cry of 
fire it was taken up on Market street and 
few across the street and intothe Union 
Station. Several suburban trains were just 
emptying their loads into the station, and 
the entire crowd started onarunfor the 
scene of the conflagration. The travelers in 
the upper part of the station rushed out 
upon thé steps and into the porticoes and 
helped swell the immense throng which was 
gathering. 
WALLS FALL. 

By this time several streams had deen 
turned upon the burning building, dat owing 
tothe strong wind which was almost a gale, 
none Of the streams reachea the mark, and 
the fre grew fiercer and fiercer and the 
flames hotter. The building, fortunately, 
stoed almost alone on the south side of the 
street, the only other buildings anywhere

They 
secured all the help. possible, and in short 
order the opposite side of Market street was 
covered with as oddly an assorted coliection 
of goods and chattels as could be scraped to- 

ether in St. Louis. But the fire had burned 
itself out, the walls, except the rear ones, 
were pretty much all down and the danger 
was soon passed. Within fifty minutes from 
the time the first alarm was tarned in over 
$100,000 worth of property had been as com- 
pletely destroyed as thoagh it never existed. 


ORIGIN OF FIRE NOT KNOWN. 


Just how the fire originated cannot be 
learned. Mr. Ely was about in the crowd, but 
he was so excited he could give no account 
of the origin of the re, the value of his stock 
or the insurance. Oharles Bremer, an em 
— ofthe Mound City Boot and Bhoe Co., 
and William Hufnagel were the last to leave 
the building. Mr. Bremer says, he Bad just 
gone to work and was busy in the stock - room 
when he heardthe alarm. He and another 
employe hastened to cover up the stock, and 
then seeing that it was getting too hot to stay 
left the duflaing. All tke other employes 
on the upper fioors had. also left when 
he came out. ‘‘Iliooked in all the rooms, 
he saldto a Post-DISPATCH reporter, and 
there was noone to be seen. It got so hot 
all at once that I had to got my tools. 48 1 
was coming out I met Bill Hufnagel and he 
said they were all out. I have charge of the 
stock, and I should think there was over 
$35,000 on nand, maybe more.’’ 

Assistant Chief of Police Reedy was at the 
fre, and said it was the hottest fire for 
a single building he ever saw. 
The walls, although of brick sup- 
ported with iron pillars, just melted — 
The intense heat kept the firemen at a dis- 
tance from which it was impossible to throw 
the water on to the building on account of 
the wind. It was not until the building had 
ur water into it 
from the top of the galoon that it seemed to 


have any effect.

LORD BRERESFORD’S OPINION. 

Lovpox, Sept. 22.—Lord Charles Beresford, 
formerly a Junior Lord of the Admiralty, ¥ ho 
Gistinguished himself at the bombardment 
of Alexandria while in command of the gun- 
boat Condor, and who also showed consider- 
able skill and bravery in the Nile expedition, 
being the only man not killed of those in im- 


mediate charge of the machine gun at Abu 
Kiea, was interviewed to-day upon the sub- 
ject ot the recent naval battle fought de- 
tween the Chinese and vapanese warships. 

Lord Charles Beresford said that the Yalu 
engagement was a splendid object lesson, 
which emphasized most strongly the imper- 
ative necessity of having an adequate num- 
ber of cruisers. He added that had the Jap- 
anese been able to dispose of a sufficient 
number of cruisers they could have engaged 
the Chinese at sea when the latter were 
hampered by the transports their fleet was 
convoring. Bimilariy, the Chinese with 
a sufficiently large number of cruis- 
ers could have fought the Japanese 
at sea instead of near shore where their 
maneuvering was impeded. The cruisers 
alto could have warned Admiral ting of the 

pproach of the Japanese fleet early enough 
ior him to prevent the latter from reaching 
luis rant ports. 

Continulag Lord Charles Beresford said 
that the accounts of the battle so far re- 
ceived bear out the opinion of the naval ex- 
perts who held that the power of offense of 
modern fleets is infinitely superior to their 
defensive powers, and that many ships mest 
almost certainly be lost or crippled when 
fleets are equally matched. Thus, in future 
naval wars the issue must depend large:y 
upon the class and strength of the offensive 
vessels of either side.

Senator Francis M. Cockrell arrived here 
last evening, having left Washiagton Thurs- 
day morning. He will make his opening 
speech Monday at Richmond, Ray County, 
Mo., and will stay in the eampaign unt!) 
ite close, making, however, not over ope 
speech a day. 

Senator Cockrell is in unusually good 
health. His ere and complexion are bright 
and his step as frm as it was half a dec- 
ade ago. He did not leave Washington 
once since Congress adjourned, until 
Thursday, whea bhejworked in his eme until 
20’clock in the morning, on the eve of his 
departure for St. Louis. 

The senior Senator from this State was 
seen at the Laclede by A Post-DIsPaTOH re- 
porter. Belong asked about the political 
forecastas it appeared in Washington, he 
said: ‘‘Ihave really had very little time to 
talk to anyone or to read the news- 
papers. I did manage to glence over 
a few dome dailies but Imade no attempt 
to post myself about political drift or rumors 
of any sort. 

„Washington is very deserted and most of 
the Senators and Representatives who stayed 
there, in fact almost all, did so to transact 
necessary business and had no time to sit 
around exchanging Viewson the situation. 
The forecast from Wasbington is made up by 
alf a dozen men who sit around hotel ro- 
tundas. I do not read the stuff and certainly 


do not regard it as of special value. 
Personally I have no doubt Democratic 
chances have been 2 Improving every 
day since the tariff bill went into effect.’’ 

Being asked bow he thought Missoeri 
Democracy should treat the Senate tariff 
bill, Senator Uockrell paused and resumed:

No ten men can writea 
tariff bill that will stand in every particular 
over six months ora year, but that does not 
mean overturping the whole system.

The new 
biilis a great step in advance, but itis not a 
perfect bill and it does not Satisfy every 
body’s demands. No tariff law ever did or 
ever will do that.

Senator Cockrell said he had mo charges or 
complaints to make against members of the 
House, but at he aad Senator Vest had 
been in sympathy in the entire matter.

There are over 100,000 physiciaps 
inthis country and there is not ons ot thi 
large number whowill not admit, if ques 
tioned on this subject, that medical college 
are Dringlag the profession into disrepute 
The opinions of professors of colleges are, o 
course, to be excepted, but all other physi- 
clans know that the character of their pro- 
fession is being rapidly destroyed by the 
continued wholesale production of new med- 
ical material. 


This condition of things nas existed for a 
very long time and efforts have been more or 
less persistently made to overcome the dim - 
culty, dut in spite of these efforts colleges 
have increased to a most remarkable extent 
and the yearly number of graduates has be- 
come one of the wonders of the ceatury. 

The Government Examining Board, which 
has been suggested in the present discussion, 
if once establisned, would, no doubt, modify 
the evil very appreciably; but if our profes- 
sional brethren continue to observe the same 
line of conduct as on other occasions the 
Mearure will fall to the ground for lack of 
support, 

‘ue uearty co-operation of the entire pro- 
fession is needed in orderto accomplish any 
great reform; but how their ¢o-operation Is 
to be obtained is a question that will be 
found difficultto answer. Inthe meantime, 
however, it seems not amiss for 
any medical gentieman who feels dis- 
posed to mention what he would like 
to have. Government examining boards 
would be quite well as far as they could go, 
buta better plan would be to abolish all 
medical colleges, cut oft the importation of 
European doctors and in future charter no 
colleges except such as would be dulit on 
helghts almost impossible of access and the 
Gificuities of exit to exceed those of en- 
trance.

It is an open question whether re- 
ceipts will increase or not afterthe seeding 
has been accomplished. A further revival of 
pasturage is noted throughout the Southwest 
and the second crop is probably better than 
the first. This has resulted in a decreased 
conaumption ot wheat and corn for feeding 
purposes, andasharp let up in the inguiry. 
Cors crop estimates can not be changed and 
the yield will be the smallest on record, not- 
withstanding the increased area in the South. 
Spring wheat movement continues on a 
8 scale, but the immediate future points 
to a reduction. Corn husking has com- 


menced in Kansas, Oklahoma, Missouri, In- 
diana, Ohio, Kentucky, Virginia and Texas, 
being unusually early. The East continues 
to meed moisture badly, and pasturage is 
very short in all the states east of the Missis- 
sippi River. Ip many sections of the Ventral 
an 1 States a scarcity of water is re- 
rted.’ 

The Lincoln (Nedb.) representative of a St. 
Louls commission house writes them: ur. 
McLennan, just returned from Wahoo, Neb., 
says that country will raise three times the 
corn they figured on some time ago, and also 
states that the late rains have helped out 
late corn materially. This is a surprise to 
me, as I thought it was deyond all aſd. Mr. 
Steinmeyer from De Witt says they will raise 
more corn in his vieinity than at first thought 
they would. When they get to gathering 
corn here they will probably find more than 
they figured oa. 

A correspondent of the London Corn Trade 
List at st. Petersburg writes that the 
harvests are not equal to last year’s im- 
mense yield but are still above the average. 
In the South the quantity is less than last 
year, quality better. Kye and oats are nearly 
up to last year in quantity. 

The weeks exports of four and wheat from 
both coasts were 8,587,000 be, which was 
probebly in part a portion of that Duluth 
wheat shipped by the-Canadfan route for ex.

ELECTRIC RAILROADING. 


Steam a Necessity to the Generation of 
Electric Power. 
From the Electrical Keview. 

It is, doubtiess, the general impression of 
electricians that great achievements in elec- 
tro railroading are in store for us. The trol- 
ley arrangement for short distances has 
been brought to wonderful achievement, yet 
toconnect cities far apart by trolley or 
underground conductors, we are afraid, 
will never give permanent satisfaction. 


The rallroad train to be pro- 
pelled by electricity must be independent, 
carry with it is own power, like that 
of a train propelled by steam, and 
be always ia ready ordertorunonany stan- 
dardtrack. To effect thisit must carry a 
steam power to act on the generator and the 
latteron the motors connected with each 


car. 

The question may be asked, where is the 
benefit of such a complicated arrangement if 
we cannot dispense with the steam entirely? 
It is Decause we can get more work out ofa 
given power of electricity than out of steam, 
and ase steam only as a necessary secondary 
agent in the process of traction. Ihe steam 
power to be used should de in minimum de- 
gree to developin consequence the highest 
electrica! force that is possible. To bring this 
about there must de a respective improve- 
mont in both machines to secure the neces- 
sary speed. This wiil 1} bring on @ 
high velocity of both with the least possible 
resistance. Here it is speed more than force 
we need inthe manipulation of electricity. 
It is true in mechanics speed is in the ratio 
of the force applied; but wherethere is but 
littie friction and little resistance speed, 
through its momentum, carries fora timea 
conservation of force of its own. This is 
much the nature of the foree that discharges 
electricity from the dynamo, and meeting no 
resistance in its flow through coaductors, 
becomes cumulative and renders extraordl- 
nary power to the motors, 

The dynamo Is not a perfect machine. The 
main defect in the dynamos how in general 
use is buikiness. ‘They surely are not in- 
tended to pamp water, but the most subtle 
muid in nature. Then why this ponderosity? 

uire too much power and too much 
energy is wasted in the friction of the bear- 
ings of the brushes against the commutator, 
in the belting and the induced currents in 
the core of the armature, etc. re ing 
these defects as far as possible will secure 
the kind of machinery that will give the 
highest necessary whirl with comparative 
the least force. Any theory of too grea 
speed for electricity seems preposterous. *

ition. But the other lists have been re- 
turned by the Mayor without action, and it 
isnot anticipated that there will be any 
furtber trouble on that score.
